HEN the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association was organized five years ago it 
declared one of its chief purposes to be the en- 
couragement of research in diseases of the horse, 
and it has already contributed many thousands 
of dollars to various institutions toward this end, 
On Saturday, August 12, at the annual meet- 
ing of the association at the Saratoga Springs 
home of its president, John Hay Whitney, the 
organization went on record as favoring the es- 
tablishment of a fund to be known as the Gray- 
son Memorial Foundation, through which it is 
hoped to increase still further the scope of work 
in this field. The association requested a com- 
mittee of its members to proceed in an effort to 
raise a basic fund of $100,000, and when that 
sum has been accounted for in bona fide pledges 
the Grayson Memorial Foundation, named in 
honor of the late Admiral Cary T. Grayson, will 
become a reality. It is hoped to increase the 
endowment in later years. 

The committee entrusted with the task of rais- 
ing the $100,000 which has been set as the mini- 
mum amount for inaugurating the Grayson Me- 
morial Foundation must ‘start from scratch.” 
But the breeders’ association itself will be a 
contributor from year to year. 

This undertaking will be watched with great 
interest by breeders and owners of horses all 
over America, whether their horses are Thor- 
oughbreds or of some other breed, and it should 
have the cooperation of every organization con- 
cerned with the welfare of the horse. 

There is still a vast amount of work to be 
done on equine diseases and on nutrition and 
other matters connected with the care and breed- 
ing of horses. The various Government and state 
experimental stations have studied such prob- 
lems, but in the main they have been more con- 
cerned with cattle, swine, sheep, and poultry, 
though horses represent a larger investment than 
any of Research work with horses is 
necessarily more expensive than parallel investi-

gation in other fields, and the net result of this 
fact has been a neglect of difficult problems 
like periodic ophthalmia and influenza, both of 
which cause annual losses amounting to millions. 

In the last few years, however, partly because 
of the encouragement of such organizations as 
the Horse and Mule Association of America and 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion, various experiment stations have turned 
their attention to problems directly connected 
with horses. The Michigan Experiment Station 
is working on a nutrition problem, has a group 
of colts now being used to study the rate of 
growth on temporary pastures used to supple- 
ment permanent pastures. [Illinois has done 
much work on the nutrition of draft horses. 
Minnesota is studying the influence of feed upon 
bone structure, has already ascertained that 
lack of calcium in feed causes the body to with- 
draw calcium from the bones and weaken them. 
Minnesota and Missouri stations have made cor- 
roborating experiments which indicated that 
young animals developed mostly on pasture, with 
little grain and hay, attain as much size and as 
much strength of bone at maturity as horses 
which have been pushed with abundant hay and 
grain. (This would apply, of course, only where 
pastures are abundant and of good quality.) 
Kansas is trying to find what insects other than 
mosquitoes carry the virus of encephalomyelitis. 
Kansas and Virginia are working on insect-re- 
pellent mixtures to protect horses on pasture. 
Pennsylvania is studying the influence of various 
rations on the strength of bone structure, and 
at the University of Pennsylvania the mystery 
of moon blindness is being studied. Kentucky 
is working on moon blindness, ‘“wobblers,”’ para- 
sites, and other problems. 

Breeders and owners of horses all over the 
United States, and race tracks, whose prosperity 
depends upon horses, would do well to see to it 
that research in problems affecting horses is 
continued on as wide a front as possible. There 
are many questions waiting to be answered, and 
the answers are expensive.

Amphion 


EDETTE had two sons which were chiefly re- 

sponsible for the perpetuation of his name in 
modern pedigrees. One was Galopin, sire of St. 
Simon and other mighty horses, and it would 
have been a rare prophet who could have fore- 
seen, in the late years of the nineteenth century, 
that it would be the other line which carried on 
in tail-male. The other son was Speculum, foaled 
in 1865, a very neat horse, about 15.3, with deep 
girth, strong back and quarters, good legs and 
feet. He looked, contemporary accounts say, like 
what he was—a race horse. He won 13 races, 
including the City and Suburban Handicaps, the 
Goodwood and Brighton Cups. His best son, as 
far as modern American male lines are concerned, 
was Rosebery, from the unraced Ladylike, by 
Newminster, which got three other winners, two 
of them quite cheap. Another son was Hagio- 
scope (grandsire of Santoi), whose descendants 
make up most of the Speculum line now left in 
England. 

Rosebery had a rather curious history. He was 
at first owned by the amateur rider G. Clements, 
who rode in six of his eight starts, and was un- 
placed with him five times, second in the sixth, 
the two-mile Ascot Gold Vase, in which he was 
beaten three lengths by Skylark. He was bought 
by James and Sydney Smith, who engineered a 
tremendous coup with him. Twice in his career, 
in his only two starts at four, a professional 
jockey had the mount. In the Cesarewitch Han- 
Gicap (21,;m.) of 1876 the great Fred Archer 
was in the saddle, having asked to ride the horse. 
Sworn to secrecy, he had starved for weeks to 
make 103 pounds. At the finish Rosebery was 
four lengths in front and Archer was standing 
up in his stirrups looking around. In the Cam- 
bridgeshire (1m., 240yds.) Harry Constable was 
the rider. Constable was second on the jockey 
list to Archer that year, though it was a bad 
second—Archer had 206 winners, Constable 74. 
Constable won the Cambridgeshire with Rosebery, 
by a neck, with Skylark in the beaten field. 
Someone had said, before the race, that Rose- 
bery could fall down and win. He literally did, 
as The Ghost knocked him to his knees during 
the race, and Rosebery finished with mud on his 
muzzle, where he had rooted in the ground. The 
Smiths had backed him to win £100,000 on the 
Cesarewitch, about £250,000 on the double. 


Rosebery was the first horse to double the 
Cambridgeshire and Cesarewitch, a remarkable 
feat in that it required a horse which could get 
the 214 miles of the one, then have speed to take 
the second, a dash of approximately 11, miles. 
His trials for the big handicaps were secret, and 
the only public use he was put to was to carry 
the mail down to the local post office every night, 
with an old sack thrown over him. In the Cesare- 
witch he closed at 100 to 14. He was a horse 
something like his sire, with deep body, good 
legs and feet, and he stood about 15.3. 

Amphion, best son of Rosebery, was an acci-

dent. A Mr. Beaumont had owned Suicide, by 
Hermit, a mare which had never raced but was 
sister to the fairly good winner Grassendale 
After a few years in stud he gave her to G. § 
Thompson, who owned Speculum and bred Sui- 
cide to him in 1884. From the cover she hada 
filly, named Desperation, which never raced. He 
bred her back to Speculum in 1885. He died in 
April, and after his death it was discovered that 
Suicide was not in foal. Rosebery was at Fair- 
field, a mile or so away, so Suicide was sent to 
him, and the Speculum line was _ perpetuated 
oddly enough, by his death. 

Suicide was born with her hind legs so badly 
deformed that she was almost a cripple. She haé 
a total of six foals in addition to the two by 
Speculum and Rosebery. Of these Porthos ané 
Euthenasia each won two races and about $1,000 
The others did not race. 

Amphion, a golden chestnut, was trained at 
Lambourn, where he was familiarly referred to as 
the “old sheep,” because of his tendency to hang 
his head and manifest little interest in what went 
on about him. He proved to be possessed of tre- 
mendous speed, but he gave no indication of it 
in his manner. 

His first start was for the Croydon Spring 
T-Y-O Plate at Croydon April 20, 1888, under

the ownership of General Byrne, with J. Watts 
in the saddle. Under 126 pounds Amphion won 
by three lengths from the moderate Ravenswood 
(126), with Outery (123) third, six others, in- 
cluding L’Abbesse de Jouarre, unplaced. On June 
26 he went over to the Bibury Club meeting at 
Stockbridge, picked up 127 pounds and won the 
Champagne Stakes (5f.) from Kettlebury (122), 
Clodpole (122), and two others. July 26, under 
123 pounds, he won the Great Kingston T-Y-O 
Race (5f.) by two lengths from Yard Arm (118), 
Ladybird (120), and four others. 

Then he was three times unplaced to finish his 
2-year-old season. He was beaten three heads in 
the Kempton Park Champion Nursery Handicap 
(7f.). He had 126 pounds, was beaten by Fleur 
de Lys (98). Theophilus (108), and Italica (113). 
Theophilus, Laureate, and Gullane beat him in 
the Orleans Nursery Handicap (5f.), but he was 
giving from four to 40 pounds to them. Eulalia 
(96), William the Silent (79), and Cheroot (90) 
beat him in the Chesterfield Nursery Handicap 
(5f.), under 124 pounds. About the only horse 
of much class he met was Theophilus, a colt by 
Arbitrator, which won four stakes from eight 
starts at two, and won the Union Jack, Biennial, 
St. George, and Bickerstaffe Stakes at three. 

His competition at three was not much better. 
He began by winning the Doveridge Handicap 
{‘lm.) by a length and a half under 97 pounds 
from Johnny Morgan (4-y-o, 111), Aperse (4-y-o, 
107), Arundel (6-y-o, 107), and others, on April 
13 at Derby. May 10 at Kempton Park he won 
the Great Jubilee Stakes (1m.) under 99 pounds, 
winning by three lengths from Screech Owl (82), 
The Rejected (5-y-o, 115), Link Boy (94) and 12 
others 

Then he went up to Ascot. On June 19 he won 
the Fern Hill Stakes (5f., weight for age) by a 
length and a half from L’Abbe Morin, Paloma, 
and four others. Paloma finished under a pull, 
and his owner was cautioned against ordering 
his jockey not to be second or third, and handi- 
Cappers were notified that Paloma’s form was 


better than it looked. The following day Amphion 
(138) came out for the New Biennial Stakes 
(5f., 1386yds.) and won it by two lengths from 
Lord George (119), with Ingot (2-y-0, 97) a bad 
third. J. Watts, who was to ride Amphion for 
eight straight starts, was the jockey at Ascot. 

On July 30, at Goodwood, Amphion had 125 
pounds for the Stewards’ Cup (6f.), and Dog 
Rose (6-y-o, 110) beat him a neck, with Noble 
Chieftain (4-y-o, 119) third, 15 trailing. On 
October 25 Amphion (120) was beaten two 
lengths for the Free Handicap Sweepstakes 
(11,m.) by Ormuz (96), which had also won the 
Zetland Biennial and Triennial Produce Stakes. 
He completed the season on November 23 at 
Manchester, by finishing unplaced in the Man- 
chester November Handicap (1%,m.) under 122 
pounds. Fallow Chat (4-y-o, 103) won, with Con- 
servator (6-y-o, 91) second, Phil (5-y-o, 102) 
third, and 24 others following. Amphion still had 
to meet a good horse, but the mediocre ones that 
faced him had been getting tremendous weight 
concessions. and usually a year in age as well. 

Amphion really proved himself at four. In his 
first start, for the one-mile Esher Stakes, he had 
128 pounds and was unplaced to Sainfoin (3-y-o, 
95), Dry Toast (3-y-o, 89), and Cheroot (93). 
He was unplaced again for the Kempton Park 
Great Jubilee Stakes (1m.) but he had up 133 
pounds, and was beaten by The Imp (3-y-o, 85), 
Theophilus (117), and others to which he was 
giving a great deal of weight. He finished fifth 
in a field of 17. 

Then he went to Ascot again. In the New 
Biennial Stakes (1m.) he had 138 pounds, had 
only Lord George (130) to beat, won easily by a 
length and a half. The following day, July 20, 
he met Sainfoin again in the Hardwicke Stakes 
(1!4m.), carried 136 pounds to the 3-year-old’s 
120, and beat him a length. Surefoot (3-y-o, 
120) was third, with Nunthorpe and Hayraddin 
unplaced. Here, for the first time, he had beaten 
good horses. Sainfoin’s record has been sketched 


in an earlier article; he had won the Derby that 
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year. Surefoot, a Wisdom colt, had won the Two 
Thousand Guineas (beating St. Surf) and an 
Ascot Biennial Stakes, was later to beat Memoir 
and others in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. 

On September 20, at Manchester, Amphion 
(142) started for the Lancashire Plate (7f.) and 
won by a length and a half from Martagon (3- 
y-o, 128), Corstorphine (2-y-o0, 100), and six oth- 
ers, including St. Serf and the redoubtable Mem- 
oir. He met Memoir again, at weight for age, in 
the Champion Stakes (11,m.) and beat her three 
lengths, with Blue-Green, third in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, far back in third place. Memoir 
had won three good races at two; at three she 
won the Newmarket Stakes, Oaks, Nassau 
Stakes, St. Leger, and Newmarket Oaks. So 
Amphion, without help from weight, had beaten 
the winners of the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby, 
Oaks, and St. Leger. 

But in his next start, for a plate of 1,000 guin- 
eas added to a sweepstakes, he was beaten three 
lengths by Sheen (5-y-o0, 134), with *Oddfellow 
(3-y-o, 103) and three others unplaced. The race 
was at two miles, and Amphion had 132 pounds. 

At five he began in the March Stakes (1m.) 
under the crushing weight of 141 pounds, and 
won by a length and a half from Mark Price 
(113), Mons Meg (3-y-o, 98), and four others. 
For the Rous Memorial Stakes, at Ascot June 11 
(Amphion was never beaten at Ascot, in five 
starts), he had 131 pounds, won by two lengths 
from Signorina (4-y-o, 119), a St. Simon filly 
which had smashed through nine stakes worth 
nearly $60,000 at two. She won only one race 
from three other starts at four, but in that one, 
the $45,000 Lancashire Plate, she beat Orme. 

For his next race, the six-furlong Stockbridge 
Cup, Amphion was assigned 147 pounds. Should 
such an impost be assigned in the United States, 
the owner would make the racing secretary’s 
office sound like a medieval torture chamber 
with his lamentations. But Amphion enjoyed a 
walkover. He had the same impost for the last 
start of his career, the Leicestershire Royal Handi- 
cap (Jm.) on September 23, 1891, and he was 
beaten back to fourth place, behind Rusticus 
(98), Victorious (4-y-o, 105), and Enniskillen 
(3-y-o, 91), with eight others behind him.

Amphion entered the stud at Bushy Paddocks, 
Hampton Court, along with Springfield at a fee 
of 150 guineas in 1892. He remained there 
through 1894, when he was moved to Compton 
Stud, Gillingham, Dorsett. The fee was still 150 
guineas, as Amphora, Rampion, and King Am- 
phion had won for him in 1895. Amphore was 
later the dam of good winners in Glass Jug and 
Perrier, and her non-winning daughter, Flaming 
Vixen, is ancestress of many good horses. In 1897 
*Dieudonne appeared, to win the Middle Park 
Plate, but the following season Amphion was 
advertised at 100 guineas. In 1901 the fee dropped 
to 70 guineas, and in 1902 to 45 guineas, where 
it remained till Amphion died, October 30, 1906. 

Altesse, Sonatina, Amphitheatre, and Lally 


were among those which did most to distinguish 
him, but the best sire he got was Sundridge.

POITS 


Harness Performers as Producers 


NE of the hardest things for the horseman to 

swallow is the fact that the most important 
item in estimating the racing potentiality of an 
unborn foal is the racing class of the parents, 
especially of the dam. The average Thorough- 
bred breeder has seen enough of the unpredictable 
results of matings—-bad ones from good ones 
and good ones from bad ones—to make him con- 
clude either that everything depends on chance 
or that there is some mystic secret which a man 
must hit upon before he may expect success, 
Last of all is he willing to believe that the first 
principle of breeding can be anything so simple 
as breeding a good race horse to a good race 
mare. And in view of the confused presentation 
of the evidence, his scepticism is quite under- 
standable. 


Occasionally I have gone out of my field to 
discuss this question with veterans of the 
Standardbred sport. When I have asked whether 
the best trotting and pacing mares have been 
good producers I have usually received a copious 
helping of the opposite. But recently there was 
published in the Harness Horse an article by 
John L. Hervey, whose high place as a commen- 
tator on Standardbreds is comparable with his 
distinction as a writer on Thoroughbreds. The 
article furnishes an interesting corroboration to 
the various compilations which have been pub- 
lished in these columns in support of the best 
performers as the best producers. As a matter 
of fact, it goes further than corroboration. 

The text of Mr. Hervey’s comment is a table 
of the two-minute trotters with the time records 
of their dams and grandams. Of the 30 horses 
which have trotted a mile in two minutes or 
faster, 26 have dams which had records, and 26 
had grandams with records. The four dams which 
had no official records were all “known .. . to 
have been very speedy,” according to Mr. Hervey. 

In addition to listing the records of the dams 
of the two-minute trotters, Mr. Hervey marks 
with an asterisk the mares which “were especially 
famous upon the Turf as stake, Futurity and im- 
portant race winners.’’ No fewer than 11 of 30 
horses which trotted in 2:00 or faster were pro- 
duced by dams of this description. That would be 
37 per cent, a ratio which would be hard to equal 
in the Thoroughbred field. 

A list of these may be interesting to readers of 
a Thoroughbred journal. Alma Lee, 4, 2:03% 
produced Rosalind 1:56%4, the fastest record-trot- 
ting mare to date. Miss Stokes, 3, 2:08%4 pro- 
duced Tilly Brooke 1:59. Margaret Parrish, 4, 
2:06'. produced Margaret Castleton, 4, 
and Arion Guy, 4, 1:591!.. Ethelinda 2:02', pro- 
duced McLin Hanover, 3, 1:591,. Miss Bertha 
Dillon, 4, 2:0215 was the dam of Hanover’s Ber- 
tha, 3, 1:5914, Charlotte Hanover, 3, 1:5912, and 
Miss Bertha Hanover, 4, 2:00—three of ‘em. 
Petrex, 3, 2:0534, produced Spencer, 3, 1:59%. 
Baroness Hanover 2:07%4, produced Lee Hanover 
2:00. Iosola’s Worthy, 3, 2:0334, produced Long 
Key, 3, 2:00. 

Another mare, not marked as a distinguished 
performer by Mr. Hervey but nevertheless with 
a record of 2:0714, is Roya McKinney, dam of 
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two two-minute performers in Scotland and Rose 
Scott. 

If anyone has any doubt as to whether the best 
trotting producers are the best trotting perform- 
ers, he will first have to explain Mr. Hervey’s 
table, and I should like to meet a sophist so ac- 
complished that he could perform that feat plaus- 
ibly. As a matter of fact, what requires explana- 
tion is the fact that top trotting mares on the 
average are better producers than top race mares. 

As a tentative suggestion, it seems possible 
that the explanation lies in the fact that there is 
less difference between the racing ability of the 
sexes in the harness sport than in the running 
sport. There are more good trotting mares than 
running mares. There is a more adequate de- 
termination of racing ability among trotting 
mares, hence a truer line on prospective breeding 
class. 

If the explanation is true, it is a powerful ar- 
gument tor more races for fillies and mares. 


GRAYSON MEMORIAL FOUNDATION 


HE annual meeting of the American Thorough- 

bred Breeders Association was held Saturday 
evening, August 12, after the conclusion of the 
the day’s racing, at the home of President John 
Hay Whitney in Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 

Secretary-Treasurer Louie A. Beard presented 
to the meeting plans for the establishment of a 
fund to be known as the Grayson Memorial Foun- 
dation in honor of the late Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, and at his suggestion the association 
voted to request a committee which has been 
working on the plans to proceed in an effort to 
raise a minimum fund of $100,000 to finance re- 
search work in diseases of the horse at various 
institutions. 

The committee which will carry on the attempt 
to raise the $100,000 fund is composed of William 
Woodward, John Hay Whitney, Walter M. Jef- 
fords, Major L. A. Beard, members of the associa- 
tion, and Dr. George Crile, head of the Cleveland 
Clinic and one of the world’s best known disease 
research workers. According to Major Beard, 
the Grayson Memorial Foundation will not be- 
come a reality until bona fide pledges have been 
received for at least $100,000. After the minimum 
amount has been subscribed, it is hoped to in- 
crease the endowment still further from the funds 
of the American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion and from other sources. More detailed an- 
nouncements concerning the foundation will be 
made later by the committee. 

Incumbent officers of the association, Presi- 
dent John Hay Whitney, Vice President Arthur 
B. Hancock, and Secretary-Treasurer L. A. Beard 
were reelected. Present, besides the officers, 
were Mr. Jeffords, Robert A. Fairbairn, Carleton 
F. Burke, A. G. C. Sage, George D. Widener, 
W. H. LaBoyteaux, A. S. Hewitt, Alex M. Robb 
(representing W. S. Kilmer), Thomas Piatt, Fred

Saratoga 


HE 30-day meeting of the Saratoga Associa- 

tion for the Improvement of the Breed of 
Horses is now at its midpoint, and the racing 
thus far at the oldest of American race courses 
is up to its usual brilliant standard. Crowds 
have been very good, the weather has been 
pleasant, and racing genuinely first-class. If 
this is to be the last meeting at Saratoga with- 
out the commercializing influence of pari-mu- 
tuels, the old track is about to finish the book- 
making phase of its history in a proverbial blaze 
of glory. 

It is at Saratoga that the best 2-year-olds are 
first given a definite ranking. A decisive step in 
this direction was taken Saturday, August 12, in 
the Saratoga Special, a race unique in the fact 
that the owners race for no money except their 
own. Several candidates for top honors were in- 
cluded in the field, and Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Bimelech scored a victory which for the time be- 
ing sets him at the top of the heap. Millsdale 
Stable’s Andy K. lost ground as usual by bearing 
out badly, but he may have to be reckoned with 
later if his bad habit is corrected. As of the 
present Trainer Anthony Pelleteri has not diag- 
nosed Andy K.’s trouble. Sideline explanations 
of the difficulty range all the way from a sore 
mouth to close-trimmed feet, but Trainer Pelle- 
teri is like Old Man River. In the meantime 
Bimelech has been all but conceded the Hopeful 
Stakes, to be run the closing day, September 2. 

The Alabama Stakes, run Monday of this week, 
apparently fixed the crown of the 3-year-old filly 
division again on the head of James Cox Brady’s 
War Plumage. The 3-year-old colts will have 
their day in the Travers Stakes Saturday, Au- 
gust 19, when Johnstown will have Eight Thirty 
as his principal rival. The status of Johnstown 
is that he is admitted to be a whistler, but not 
a roarer; what makes him whistle is apparently 
not yet known. Another decisive race of August 
19 will be the Spinaway Stakes, for 2-year-old 
fillies. 


Seneca Claiming Stakes 


Favored for the thirty-seventh running of the 
Seneca Claiming Stakes ($1,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, six furlongs) was Maemere Farm's Maeline 
(105), a Higher gelding which made most of his 
reputation last year under the name of Hireling. 
Eddie Robart held him under restraint during 
the early running, saved ground into the stretch, 
and set out to run down B. F. Whitaker's Throt-

The Saratoga Sales Stakes ($1,200 added, 2- 
year-olds, 512 furlongs) is open to horses which 
were sold at Saratoga as yearlings. The Eight- 
eenth running, on August 8, drew seven starters, 
all colts or geldings, and all under scale weight 
of 122 pounds. Odds-on favorite was Arnold 
Hanger’s Roman Flag, a *Cohort gelding which 
cost $3,500 at last year’s auctions, and already 
winner of the Mavflower Stakes at Suffolk 
Downs. With Johnny Longden in the saddle, 
Roman Flag never left the result in doubt, racing 
smartly into an early lead, drawing steadily 
away from his field to win by five lengths. Wil- 
liam Ziegler, Jr.'s In Charge, a Mate colt which 
cost $4,200, came up from behind in the stretch 
to take second place by a head from W. Schut- 
tler’s Strawberry ($4,700), a roan son of Chance 
Shot, which gets his name from his color. Weak- 
ening at the end to be fourth was W. F. Hitt’s 
Flaming High ($2,600), with Milky Way Farm's 
Tough Hombre ($10,500) fifth; he quit after 
running second for the first half-mile. In order 
followed Water Cracker ($3,700), and Facing

Jack Westrope 
got her away in front and kept the lead all the 
way. Through the stretch Teacher, under top 
weight of 120 pounds, stcod off J. O. Keene's 
War Beauty (110) to win by a half a length.

Bimelech Wins the Special 


The racing public confidently expects Col. E. R. 
Bradley to develop every year a leading con- 
tender for the next year’s Kentucky Derby. In 
the last few seasons the master of Idle Hour has 
had ill luck with his top 2-year-olds, has seen 
the best ones fade away before they finished 
their training for the Kentucky classic. But 
this season the stable has in Bimelech an out- 
standing colt which may be the best it has had in 
several years, conceivably the best it has ever 
had. 

Eight horses went to the post for the thirty- 
seventh running of the Saratoga Special (owners’ 
sweepstakes, winner take all, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) at Saratoga Saturday, August 12. It 
was a genuinely good field, including Millsdale 
Stable’s Andy K., winner of his last three starts 
but disqualified in two of them; Manhasset 
Stable’s Call to Colors, a Pennant colt which had 
won his only previous start; Alfred Vanderbilt's 
top filly Now What; C. V. Whitney’s Flight Com- 
mand, which had profited through Andy K.’s dis- 
qualification in the United States Hotel Stakes. 
Christiana Stable’s Briar Sharp had shown some 
class, but had been beaten so badly in his last 
previous effort that he went to the post at 40 to 1. 
The other outsiders were H. P. Headley’s Stage- 
fright and William Ziegler, Jr.'s Ballast Reef. 
When the crowd saw the complicated harness 
over Andy K.’s head to keep him from running 
out the odds against the Arlington Futurity win- 
ner receded from 11-5 to 4-1, and Bimelech went 
from a high of 2-1 to a closing price of 7-5. 

The race was mostly Bimelech. F. A. Smith 
broke him quickly, took him to the front at once, 
but Now What was almost level with him as 
they went the first quarter in 22%; seconds. As 
they went into the turn the two leaders were al- 
most four lengths clear of the others, among 
which Flight Command was seen to be moving 
up into third place, with Andy K. just behind 
him. Now What, running a very game race, 
kept within a length of Bimelech until nearly to 
the eighth-pole, then dropped back to finish 
fourth, as Bimelech galloped to the finish with 
his ears pricked, winner by three lengths. Andy 
K., ridden by the muscular Jockey Longden, had 
Shown his old habit of bearing out and finished 
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well out in the track, but with enough speed to 
catch the Vanderbilt filly. But Briar Sharp, an 
extreme outsider, finished fastest of all, passing 
Flight Command, Now What, and Andy K. in the 
last furlong to take second place, half a length 
ahead of Andy K. Behind these came Now What, 
Stagefright, Flight Command, Ballast Reef, and 
Call to Colors, the latter equipped with boots to 
keep him from speedy-cutting. Colts carried 122 
pounds, Now What 119. Time, :2235, :4614, 
1:1045, track fast. Value to winner, $9,000 and 
gold cup, the latter given by the association.

Bimelech, foaled February 27, 1937, at Idle 
Hour Stock Farm, Lexington, was recognized as 
an outstanding prospect when he was a yearling, 
and received his unusual name in compliment to 
John F. Harris, who raced a stable years ago 
under the name of Ramapo Farm. Bimelech was 
a youthful nickname for Mr. Harris, and was ap- 
parently derived from the Biblical Abimelecnh 
(which would hardly fit in with Colonel Brad- 
ley’s all-B stable). Bimelech has now run three 
times, won three easy victories, earned $10,400. 

There is nothing much about Bimelech that is 
not unusual. He was the last colt got by his sire, 
Black Toney, which was 26 years old when Bime- 
lech was foaled. His dam, *La Troienne, was one 
of several mares bought in Europe in 1930 by the 
late Dick Thompson on order of Colonel Bradley. 
She was raced a few times unplaced at two and 
three, and was carrying her first foal, a filly by 
Gainsborough, when she came to America. That 
foal died, and the second was Black Helen, which 
won 15 races at two and three, including the 
Florida Derby, American Derby, and Coaching 
Club American Oaks. In 1934 she produced 
Biologist, winner of the Albany Handicap; in 
1935, the winner Baby League; in 1936, the 
Selima Stakes winner Big Hurry. She has had 
five living foals, five winners, four stakes win- 
ners; and all the stakes winners except Biologist 
were got by Black Toney. 

*La Troienne’s dam, Helene de Troie, won on 
the flat and over jumps in France, and produced 
the winners Leonidas (brother to *La Troienne 
and winner Lincolnshire Handicap, Prix de la 
Municipalite, placed in other noted races), Adar- 
gatis (French Oaks and producer), Chimere, 
Pompeienne, Cerasus, Cambridge (eight wins to 
five, 1938), and Blonde Helene. Lady of Pedi- 
gree, the next dam, also produced the winner 
Heliogabalus and the producer My Lady. 


Sickle T. Wins Champlain 


One of the most consistent members of the suc- 
cessful stable Jack Howard trains for Mrs. B. F. 
Whitaker is the 4-year-old Sickle T. The gelding, 
under 112 pounds, wound up an odds-on favorite 
for the Champlain Handicap ($2,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1‘ miles) at Saratoga August 
12. He took the lead shortly after leaving the 
gate, and though Brandywine Stable’s Masked 
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General (112) moved up from second place to 
battle him nose-and-nose through the last fur- 
long he won by a head. Four lengths back in 
third place was Shandon Farm’s Burning Star 
(113), a length and a half ahead of Mrs. C. Oliver 
Iselin’s Strabo (106). Heelfly (110), which has 
about the same attitude toward a starting gate

In her first start of the year she 
won the Coaching Club American Oaks by seven 
lengths, with Hostility, Wise Lady, and Bass 
Wood closest to her at the finish. At Delaware 
Park she conceded nine pounds to Wise Lady and 
was beaten two lengths in the Delaware Oaks. 
That was on June 17, and War Plumage did not 
race again until Monday, August 14, when she 
took up 124 pounds and scored a handy victory 
in the fifty-ninth running of the Alabama Stakes 
($2,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 11, miles) one 
of the most important American tests for 3-year- 
old fillies. 

Falaise Stable’s Red Eye (122), one of the 
most consistent performers of the season, was 
made favorite over eight others, closing at 11 to 
5, with War Plumage second choice at 7 to 2. 
King Ranch’s Otra (111) went out to make the 
early pace with Red Eye close behind, followed 
by Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Solar Flight (111) 
and War Plumage. Rounding the turn for home 
Maurice Peters sent War Plumage forward with 
a rush and she took the lead at the head of the 
stretch with Solar Flight and E. R. Bradley’s

Aqueduct Fall Stakes 


Eight stakes events have been announced for 
the Aqueduct fall meeting, which opens Sep- 
tember 4, runs through September 20. One of 
the richest, with $10,000 added, is the Beldame 
Handicap, which bears the name, though not the 
conditions, of a race which was discontinued 
after the 1932 season at Aqueduct. The old Bel- 
dame Handicap, which had 20 runnings, was at 
five furlongs and was open to 2-year-old fillies, 
The revived Beldame is for fillies and mares three 
years old and up, and is at 1 1-16 miles.

Rockingham Park Closes 


HE New Hampshire Jockey Club on Saturday, 

August 12, closed the most successful meet- 
ing it has had since racing became an everyday 
sport in New England. During the 18 days the 
totalizator handled $5,013,762 for a daily average 
of $278,542. During the 18 days of last year’s 
summer meeting at the track the turnover was 
$4,448,415, average $247,134. This year’s figure 
is a new record for the track, its highest pre- 
yious average having been $276,666 for the 1935 
spring meeting. 

The closing day was marked by a three-horse 
stakes race, a rarity for a pari-mutuel track, 
and the smallest field ever to go to the post for 
a race in New England since the legalization of 
mutuels. But the Rockingham Park manage- 
ment, being well ahead of the hounds, could af- 
ford a poor betting race. The management took 
a chance by running straight and place pools on 
a three horse race, and the odds-on favorite, 
Main Man, fortunately finished third. 


Drift Along's First Stakes 


Picked up from a claiming race for $3,500, 
A. C. Compton’s Drift Along (102) got up to 
minor stakes class at Rockingham Park August 
9 by winning the Matron Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 
11-16 miles). Jockey H. Krovitz had her away 
first, from the inner post position, but when Mrs. 
H. Barnett’s Harp Weaver (110) challenged vig- 
orously, Krovitz took Drift Along back slightly, 
let her have a breathing spell to the far turn. 
There he sent her along again, and Drift Along 
raced into the lead. Harp Weaver held on grimly 
into the stretch, then weakened slightly. But a 
strong thrust came from Mrs. W. R. Flemming’s 
Loveday (3-y-o, 106), a Petee-Wrack filly which 
had been in third place most of the way. She 
was wearing Drift Along down steadily, but the 
Supremus filly lasted to the finish, won by a 
head, with Harp Weaver third a length and a 
half away. Medway Stable’s Ghost Queen (109) 
was a close fourth, followed by False Point 
(106), Stage Beauty (108), and Short Cake

Main Man Disappoints 


Louis B. Mayer’s Main Man was the odds-on 
choice for the Rockingham Park Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14 miles), feature on 
the program for Saturday, August 12. With 
only two other starters, Belair Stud’s *Isolater 
(115) and J. A. Healey’s Memory Book (105), 
it was the smallest field to go to the post in a 
stakes race in New England. Main Man, ridden 
by W. Saunders, had up 120 pounds, giving five 
pounds to *Isolater and 15 to Memory Book. 
Saunders took his mount to the front at once and 
opened up a good lead over *Isolater, ridden by 
Tommy Malley. In the back stretch Malley 
called on *Isolater, and as they finished the first 
three-quarters it was *Isolater in front of Main 
Man by a length, and Memory Book trailing. 
When they straightened out in the stretch C. 
Stevenson made a bid on Memory Book and had 
no trouble overcoming the tiring Main Man, but 
never seriously threatened *Isolater, which won 
by two and a half lengths. Main Man finished 
four lengths behind Memory Book. Straight and 
place mutuel tickets were sold on the race de- 
spite the fact that there were only three starters 
in the race. *Isolater paid backers $6.80 for a $2 
mutuel ticket.

Washington Park 


ATURDAY, August 12, finished the second 

week of Washington Park’s five-week meet- 
ing. The track is offering purses with a mini- 
mum of $900, with two stakes races on Saturday, 
and has had about the usual class of Chicago 
August racing. Stakes races of August 12 were 
won by the 2-year-old Designer and the 7-year- 
old Mucho Gusto. The first race of the day, for 
2-year-old maidens, went to Mrs. F. M. Grab- 
ner’s St. Croix, an Infinite colt bred by Mrs. 
Eleanor Showalter Wells. The last race of the 
day was at 115 miles for selling platers valued 
at $1,000 to $1,250. There were six starters, and 
they finished in the exact order of the odds 
against them, the winner being the 4-year-old 
*Teddy gelding Our Teddy, the favorite. 

For the 30 days of the Arlington Park meeting 
which ended July 29, the wagering total was 
$8,935,373, giving a daily average of $297,845, 
despite the fact that closing day was adversely 
affected by bad weather. For the 1938 meeting, 
also of 30 days, the betting total was $8,718,865, 
the daily average $290,627. 


Mucho Gusto All the Way 


Old Mucho Gusto, whose persistent plugging 
has put him among the leading money winners of 
the American Turf, scored his second victory of 
the year Saturday, August 12, in the fifth run- 
ning of the Lakeside Handicap ($2,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, one mile) at Washington Park. 
Ridden by Willie Garner, the 7-year-old gelding 
carried 114 pounds and led virtually all the way. 
He moved into a long lead, about five lengths, in 
the first half-mile, though Garner had him under 
restraint after the first quarter. At the stretch 
turn he bore out badly, came down the stretch 
far out in the track. Then the field, led by Isidore 
Bieber’s *Conde Rico (111), a South American 
importation which had been beaten in his three 
previous starts in the United States, began bear- 
ing down on him in the last furlong, and Garner 
put Mucho Gusto to a drive. The old gelding 
was tired and he swerved badly toward the in- 
side, but lasted to win by half a length. Another 
strong finish was turned in by J. E. Widener’s 
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Bucking (105), which landed between *Conde 
Rico and W. E. Maloney’s Her Reigh (109), 
which had forced the early pace, in a three-noge 
picture for second money.

CALIFORNIA 
Dates For 1939-1940 


T the end of last week the California Horse 

Racing Board got around to a decision on 
the moot point of the racing dates for next win- 
ter and next year in southern California. The 
poard announced the following dates: 


Senta Anita Park, 41 days, December 30, 1939, to March 
9, 1940 

Hollywood Park, 47 days, June 8 to August 10, 

Del Mar, 23 days, August 13 to September 12. 


Santa Anita Park is to have six days to raise 
funds for State Relief, Hollywood Park six days, 
and Del Mar three. 

Santa Anita Park will race four days a week, 
Sundays, Mondays, and Tuesdays dark. Holly- 
wood Park will race five days a week, omitting 
Sundays and Mondays, and Del Mar will follow 
the same routine. 

Thus was compromised the bitter dispute in 
which for a time it appeared that Santa Anita 
Park, commercially the most successful race 
track in America, would be obliged to divide its 
winter dates with Hollywood Park. This possi- 
bility brought from horsemen many protests that 
Hollywood Park was quite unsuited for winter 
racing and that conversely Santa Anita would be 
at a disadvantage in the summer. 

The Horse Racing Board, in a statement ac- 
companying the announcement of dates, esti- 
mated that approximately a million dollars a 
year would be obtained for California’s unem- 
ployed through the 15 days of racing set aside 
for this purpose. The board’s statement con- 
cluded with the following: 


The 1939 racing season called for 98 days of racing 
at Santa Anita and Hollywood, whereas the 1940 sea- 
son will total only 88 days of racing, of which 12 days 
will be exclusivelv for the benefit of state relief. The 
decision to give Hollywood five (sic) days more racing 
than Santa Anita is predicated on the fact that sum- 
mer racing has not proved to be as successful as win- 


ter racing. Therefore, as a matter of equity, it was 
found that Hollywood should be entitled to the extra 
days. 


Can't Wait Wins 


Though he has placed in several stakes, Can’t 
Wait had not won since he took the Junior Cham- 
pion as a 2-year-old. But he seemed to have the 
field of the Motion Picture Handicap ($3,000 
guaranteed, 3-year-olds and up, one mile) at Del 
Mar August 4 somewhat outclassed, and he went 
to post at 1 to 2. Can’t Wait (130) got into 
trouble on the first turn and Jockey W. Dennis 
had to ease him back to last place. Then he 
rushed him into the lead in the next quarter-mile.

Can't Wait, one of the more successful horses 
among those which motion picture people have 
purchased since the revival of racing in California, 
has started 32 times, won nine races, finished 
second five times, third twice, and has earned 
$31,060. He was a $1,050 yearling purchase in 
1936 at Saratoga, where he was consigned by 
Willie Lee Nutter in partnership with Duntreath 
Farm. He was foaled on Mr. Nutter’s farm in 
Scott County, Ky., on April 25, 1935. Winged 
Bee also produced the winners Playoff, Beeaway, 
and All Forgiven. She has one other foal of rac- 
ing age. Dike is also dam of the winners De- 
fense, Brookland, Plato, Golden Ingot, Van Dike, 
Gentleman Jouett, and Pond Lily (also producer), 
and the producers Levee and Lillias. She was sis- 
ter to Running Water (Saratoga Cup, Rosebud, 
Distaff, Alabama Stakes, Second Special, Ramapo 
Handicap, and producer), and Yankee Girl, win- 
ner Mermaid, Ladies’ Stakes, City Park Derby, 
and dam of Vermont (Hollis Claiming Stakes), 
Purling (grandam of Caterwaul), and Yankee 
Maid (dam of Bostonian, Beacon Hill, Flimsy, 
etc.).

The Annenberg Indictments 


In the present administration’s far-flung cru- 
sade against various forms of public corruption, 
one of the toughest nuts to crack was Moses L. 
Annenberg, who controls most of America’s rac- 
ing press and racing news services, including 
the Nationwide News Service, which supplies in- 
formation to handbooks all over the country. 
Out of his legal and illegal enterprises Mr. Annen- 
berg has made a fortune yielding one of the 
largest incomes in America. For the five year 
period 1932-1936 Mr. Annenberg paid taxes on a 
net income of $1,175,117. The Government in- 
sists that Mr. Annenberg’s income during that 
period was $6,236,523. 

The Government's estimate was presented to 
an Illinois grand jury which during nine weeks 
of investigation heard 227 witnesses and took 
11,747 pages of testimony. The grand jury re- 
turned to Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson in 
Chicago an indictment of 10 counts against An- 
nenberg, some of the indictments also including 
Mr. Annenberg’s son Walter, Arnold W. Kruse, 
and Joseph E. Hafner, alias Samuel Goldfarb, ac- 
cused of aiding and abetting the alleged evasion. 

The Government indictment seeks payment of 
taxes totaling $3,258,809.97 plus $2,289,574.92 in 
penalties and interest. It is the largest criminal 
income tax evasion suit yet filed by the Govern- 
ment. And more indictments are promised for 
the future.

Narragansett Park Opens 


MEETING of 30 days at Pawtucket’s Nar- 
ragansett Park opened Monday, August 14, 
with the Narragansett Handicap as the feature. 
A crowd estimated at 20,000 turned out for the 
first day of sport at the troublous track, and 
made a big mistake by betting a large per- 
centage of its pocket money on El Chico in the 
stakes race. Nearly $13,000 was wagered on El 
Chico to win, which he failed to do by a nose. 
During the meeting the management will dis- 
tribute about $375,000 in purses and stakes, in- 
cluding $67,000 for the eight stakes races. The 
principal race of the meeting will be the $25,000 
added Narragansett Special, to be run on Labor 
Day, September 4. 


Olney Noses Out El Chico 


When Racing Secretary Robert S. Shelley let 
William Ziegler, Jr.'s El Chico in the Narragan- 
sett Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
six furlongs), at Narragansett Park August 14, 
with only 115 pounds, the race was generally 
put down as a gift to the Ziegler 3-year-old. El 
Chico was shipped from Saratoga, where he had 
just won two smart victories, and the crowd 
made him favorite at 35 cents on the dollar. El 
Chico, ridden by Nick Wall, ran an excellent race, 
taking the lead at the quarter-pole and leading 
to the last jump. But in that last jump he was 
beaten. Walmac Farm's (R. W. Mcllvain’s) Ol- 
ney (3-y-0, 108) had got away very slowly, and 
at the end of the first quarter-mile had only two 
horses beaten. But in the next two furlongs 
Sammy Renick had moved him up with a rush, 
and in the stretch he gained steadily on El 
Chico and beat him a nose, paying $39.70 for $2. 
In third place, two and a half lengths behind El 
Chico, was Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Prairie Dog 
(103), which beat R. A. Moore’s Clodion (112) 
and B. P. Woodson’s Leading Article (112) in a 
blanket finish for third money. The others were 
Be Blue (113), *Ligaroti (118), Bernard F.

The Sales at 
aratoga 


HROUGH the first six sessions of the Sara- 
toga sales, including a morning auction on 
Saturday, August 12, there have been 294 year- 
lings sold for $777,625, average $2,645. The 
average for this year represents a gain of 9.7 
per cent over that of the first five evenings of 
the 1938 auctions. Every night of the first week 
showed a gain over the corresponding night of 
the previous year. But the market is not boom- 
ing, as it may have looked to be at the week-end. 
Last year during the first week of the sales 
there were more fillies sold than colts. This 
year there has been a much larger percentage of 
colts sold during the first week, which accounts 
for a part of the increase in the over-all average. 
Another important item to consider in appraising 
the first week's results is the fact that all the 
12 catalogued yearlings by *Blenheim II were 
sold during the first week of the sales. The 12 
head brought $136,600, an average of $11,383, 
five of his colts and two of his fillies bringing 
more than $10,000 each. If the sons and daugh- 
ters of *Blenheim II be omitted from the totals, 
the record for the first six sessions is 282 lots 
sold for $641,025, average $2,273.

PENING night of the 1939 sales saw 45 year- 

lings sold for $62,900, averaging $1,397.77. 
Although this represented an increase of about 
$293 a head over the first night in 1938, this was 
a specious indication. Practically all of the in- 
crease was in one consignment, that of Mrs. Cary 
T. Grayson’s Blue Ridge Stock Farm. The Gray- 
son consignment was made up of five well bred 
horses, in contrast to 10 by less fashionable sires 
last year, and furthermore the Grayson horses 
were not sold on the first night in 1938. Tollie 
Young’s Creekview Farm also had an increase, 
getting an average of $961 against $718 last year.

the sale were the property of A. B. Hancock, 
and came either from his Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., or from his Ellerslie Stud, Charlottesville, 
Va.

Sales Notes 
From Saratoga 


By J. A. Estes 


Tuesday, August 8 


HE crowd for the opening of the sales was 

one of the largest in the history of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company's auctions at Saratoga, perhaps 
the largest. Finding seats for all those who want 
seats is always a problem, and on the first night 
there seemed to be more standers than ever. The 
number of people at an auction sale, however, is 
not necessarily correlated with the number of 
buyers. But the tone of the first night’s market 
appeared to be very good. 

The first consignment comprised yearlings 
owned by the estate of Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
who was one of the most popular figures on the 
American Turf. The top price here was $6,000, 
paid by Samuel D. Riddle for the good colt by 
“Challenger II out of Minnant, by Pennant, 
Ogden Phipps being the underbidder. Immediate- 
ly after the sale was made Mr. Riddle’s friend 
Mrs. Elizabeth Graham Lewis asked him if he 
would sell the colt at a profit. “Wait until I see 
whether I get this colt by Wise Counsellor (out 
of Queen Whims),” said Mr. Riddle. The Wise 
Counsellor colt, from the consignment of Tollie 
Young and Charles W. Black, was knocked down 
to Mr. Riddle at $3,500, and he sold the *Chal- 
lenger II colt to Mrs. Lewis for a reported price 
of $7,000. Later Mr. Riddle discovered that the 
Wise Counsellor colt was a cribber, a fact which, 
through an oversight on the part of the con- 
signors, had not been announced; so he declined 
to accept the yearling, which was subsequently 
sold privately to Anthony Pelleteri for $2,000. 

The Labrot family and Manager C. O. Dulin 
were very well pleased with the prices brought 
by the Holly Beach Farm yearlings. The top- 
priced colt, by *Kantar out of Portever, went to 
the Christiana Stable (Harry W. Lunger, of Wil- 
mington) for $4,200. Major L. A. Beard was 
among the bidders on this one. Humphrey S. 
Finney, former stud manager at Holly Beach 
Farm, now field secretary for the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, bought the roan filly by 
*Aethelstan II out of Anne Arundel for the ac- 
count of Robert Sterling Clark. The filly was 
turned over to the British Bloodstock Agency for 
shipment to England. 

The Ear! of Carnarvon bid on only one yearling 
during the evening, the colt by Bold Venture out 
of Full Tide, by Sweep, and got him for $2,600. 

Thomas B. Cromwell paid $400 for the filly by 
*“Aethelstan II out of Brush Along, by Sweep, 
and later sold her at a profit to Fred B. Koontz. 

Last year it was the policy of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company to start its auctions promptly at the 
advertised hour, 8:30 p. m., E. D. S. T. This 
year it has gone back to its former practice of 
allowing the crowd about a quarter-hour of grace.

A. A. Baldwin, who has recently entered the 
ranks of Virginia breeders, sent his Cavalcade 
Shell Hole filly into the ring with a reserve bid 
of $5,000—-a hazard rarely taken at Saratoga. 
There were no bids. 

The first yearling by Granville to be offered at 
auction was purchased for $1,600 by John Hay 
Whitney, at whose Kentucky farm the son of 
Gallant Fox is now located. 

N. L. Nathanson, who entered the sale as the 
buyer of L. F. Holton’s Jack High—Agnes Ayres 
colt at $3,100, is a Canadian motion picture ex- 
ecutive. 


Wednesday, August 9 


ARRIE B. SCOTT'S consignment of six head 

was the big news of the second night. For 
the six horses he consigned to the sales this year 
Mr. Scott had refused an offer of $60,000 last 
year when they were weanlings. They sold for 
$46,100. A majority of horsemen who had made 
inspections of many yearlings confidently ex- 
pected the *Blenheim II—Argosie colt to top the 


He bought several year- 


entire series of sales, and there was naturally a 
great buzz of excitement when he was brought 
into the ring. The bidding started spectacularly. 
Thomas B. Cromwell bid $5,000, and instantly 
Lord Carnarvon waved a catalogue and said 
$10,000. The next second Samuel D. Riddle 
(half-owner of the colt in partnership with his 
Faraway Farm manager, Mr. Scott) bid $15,000. 
Here the bidding lagged. Doc Bond tried vainly 
for a bid of $20,000. ‘Well, then, $18,000. ... 
Then $17,000... . Then $16,000." At this sug- 
gestion Henning Chambers, Louisville financier, 
step-father of Warner Jones, Jr., raised his hand. 
After considerable urging on the part of the auc- 
tioneer, Mr. Riddle said $17,000. Mr. Chambers 
added another thousand. (It was his intention 
to race the colt, and if he turned out as well as 
he promised, to turn him over to young Mr. Jones 
as a stallion.) Mr. Riddle raised the bid to 
$20,000, and there were no further offers. This 
was about the minimum on pre-sale guesses as 
to the price of this outstanding colt. 


Two top fillies in the consignment of Mr. Scott 
were the chestnut daughters of *Blenheim II— 
Gas Bag and Equipoise—Speed Boat. There had 
been considerable argument as to which of these 
would bring the higher price. The *Blenheim I 
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filly, the first yearling by that outstanding sire 
to enter an American sales ring, went up by slow 
stages until she was knocked down at $7,300 to 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ Milky Way Farm. The 
Equipoise filly topped her by only $300, going to 
Crispin Oglebay, of Gates Mills, Ohio, who had 
come to the sale determined to buy himself a 
good broodmare prospect. Mrs. E. G. Lewis’ 
trainer, Louis Feustel, was among the bidders on 
this one. 

Apparently a principal reason for the strong 
tone of the market was the fact that breeders were 
more than usually intent on obtaining good fillies 
in the expectation that they would develop into 
good broodmares. The highest price of the Belair 
Stud consignment, $5,200, was paid by Hal Price 
Headley for the filly by Gallant Fox out of the 
stakes winner Fleam, from the great family of 
Omaha, Flares, Johnstown, Jacola, etc. The Gal- 
lant Fox-- Minerva filly which was the first to be 
offered in this consignment was purchased by 
Jack Howard for his Rookwood Farm at Lexing- 
ton. (Most of Mr. Howard’s bidding was done 
for the account of his employer, B. F. Whitaker. ) 

There were two *Sickle fillies in the consign- 
ment of Leslie B. Combs II. Fred B. Koontz paid 
$1,800 for the chestnut daughter of Fair Brown. 
The filly out of Diagnosis suffered an injury to 
a hind leg in her stall and was not offered in the 
ring. Mr. Koontz bought her privately. She was 
amore attractive individual than the Fair Brown 
filly. 

The Hon. Leslie Combs’ filly by Blue Larkspur 
out of Mate’s dam, Killashandra, went to Dan B. 
Midkiff for $3,200, and Lucas B. Combs’ filly by 
Peace Chance out of Refine, the dam of Thing- 
umabob, went to the same buyer for $3,000. The 
Refine filly, a very good individual, was generally 
expected to bring more. Both these purchases 
were made for the account of Louis B. Mayer, 
who sat between Mr. Midkiff and Neil S. Mc- 
Carthy. But some of the purchases in Mr. Mid- 
kiff's name were made for himself. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy also did some buying for Mr. Mayer and 
some for other California purchasers. 

The black colt by Ariel (grandson of Sweep) 
out of La Chica, by Sweep, was perhaps the best 
individual this remarkable mare has sent to Sara- 
toga, though his hind legs were faulted, as were 
El Chico’s. He started at $1,000, went up a 
thousand at a bid until Mrs. Lewis got him at 
$11,000. John Hay Whitney and W. C. Stroube 
were among the several bidders. 

B. F. Whitaker bought the Blue Larkspur 
Ship Ablaze filly in Harrie B. Scott’s consign- 
ment without having seen her before she entered 
the sales ring. 


Thursday, August 10 


IGHLIGHT of the third night’s sale was the 

consignment of Robert A. Fairbairn, who 
sent nine head from his Fairholm Farm at Win- 
chester, Ky. Two years ago Mr. Fairbairn had 
two outstanding colts (Temulac and Gala Hour) 
by *Sir Gallahad III whose respective merits oc- 
casioned much debate. One sold for $26,000, the 
other for $25,000. This year Mr. Fairbairn had 
two colts by *Blenheim II, and the pre-sale vote 
among horsemen was almost as equally divided 
between the two. As in 1937, they finished $1,000 
apart. The son of Friendly Gal, by *Sir Galla- 
had III, was started at $5,000 by Thomas B. 
Cromwell, went up mostly by thousands to 
$16,000, where he was knocked down to E. L.

(Woody) Fitzgerald, bidding for his employer, 
Norman W. Church, California sportsman. When 
the colt out of Marching Along (dam of Temu- 
lac), by Man o’ War, came into the ring William 
Woodward held up two hands to indicate an 
opening bid of $10,000. Mr. Woodward, Major 
Louie A. Beard, and Louis Feustel were among 
the bidders who carried the price up to $17,000, 
where he went to Mr. Feustel for his employer, 
Mrs. Lewis. 

The *Blenheim II—Hocus Pocus filly in the 
Fairbairn lot was announced as a cribber, and 
was bought by Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., for $3,- 
600. This is Mr. Chrysler’s first year as a Sara- 
toga buyer and as a Thoroughbred owner. Henry 
McDaniel is guiding young Mr. Chrysler’s hand 
as a buyer and is to train the horses. 

Most of the horses A. G. (Doc) Robertson buys 
are for the account of G. R. Bryson, of Balti- 
more, who takes them at moderate prices, de- 
velops them as racers, and usually manages to 
make a pretty fair profit. But this year Mr. 
Robertson is also doing some buying for the ac- 
count of R. S. McLaughlin, well known Canadian 
sportsman. Out of the third night’s sale Mr. 
McLaughlin got A. B. Hancock’s Chance Shot 
“Carnation colt for $1,800 and Charlton Clay’s 
*Bull Dog—Decree colt for $8,200. 

The British Bloodstock Agency bought the 
Ariel—Windlass colt from Warner Jones and 
Miss Henrietta Bingham for $5,000, and took 
Charlton Clay’s *Jacopo—-Extol colt for $3,100, 
with Lord Carnarvon doing the bidding. 

The success of the horses bought by Lord Car- 
narvon at last year’s sales has inspired at least 
one other British sportsman to try his hand at 
the game. Fiske Waring has made several pur- 
chases for the account of Sir Malcolm McAlpin. 

William E. Boeing and Trainer Ted Horning 
sat together, with Horning doing most of the 
bidding. T. P. Morgan and Robert L. McGarvey 
were another owner-trainer combination. Paul 


Lycan was bidding for Errol MacBoyle, owner 
of Loma Rica Rancho in California. J. H. Stotler 
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did the buying for Charles S. Howard, E. L. 
Fitzgerald for Norman Church, George Strate 
for Colin McLeod, Major Thomas McCreery for 
Toronto’s H. R. Bain. B. B. (Bert) Williams 
bought the Jamestown—-La Contessa filly out of 
the Jones-Bingham consignment for himself, he 
said. 


Friday, August || 


HE height of the sales, as far as public in- 

terest is concerned, is Hancock night. Vir- 
tually every seat at the arena was reserved for 
the evening, and if a seat remained vacant it was 
secon appropriated by an interloper. The big 
crowd got its money’s worth, for there were 
many sharp duels for the top yearlings, and the 
sale had not progressed far before it became ap- 
parent that this was one of the best auctions of 
recent years. 

The third yearling to enter the ring was the 
colt by *Blenheim II out of *Asteria. Ogden 
Phipps and Mrs. Charles S. Payson were among 
the several bidders on this youngster, which 
finally went to Mrs. Payson for $18,000. Just 
before the sale was finished John Hay Whitney 
arrived and sat beside his sister. They tossed a 
coin to see which of them would take the colt, 
and Jock won the toss. 

Later in the evening Mrs. Payson went still 
higher, to $20,000, to get the colt by *Sir Galla- 
had III out of the Latonia Cup winner Percus- 
sion, on which Mrs. Mars was runner-up. This 
colt, a flawless individual, had been taken by 
many horsemen as the probable top of the sale, 
and his price equaled that paid for the *Blen- 
heim II—Argosie colt in Harrie Scott’s consign- 
ment. 

Warren Wright left Saratoga for a conference 
with his new trainer, Ben A. Jones, before the 
Hancock sale, but he left instructions with Henry 
Knight to bid on the *Sir Gallahad III—*Chan- 
nelle filly, which he got for $7,000. Mr. Wright 
expected to return to Saratoga in a few days. 

The *Blenheim II——*Erne colt, not at all out- 
standing as an individual, was knocked down at 
$14,000 to A. G. Robertson, bidding for R. S. 
McLaughlin. The very good filly by *Blenheim 
II out of Gallant Lady, by *Sir Gallahad III, 
was bought by Anthony Pelleteri for Millsdale 
Stable at $11,000. 

E. F. Woodward, owner of Valdina Farms in 
Texas, paid $7,000 each for two fillies by *Sir 
Gallahad III. Mr. Woodward now owns 18 
daughters of *Sir Gallahad III and 22 daughters 
of Sweep. 

The filly by Stimulus out of La France, dam 
of Johnstown and Jacola, was purchased by Neil 
S. McCarthy for the account of Louis B. Mayer. 
For the same owner Mr. McCarthy bought the 
colt by Stimulus out of Light Eagle for $3,300. 

Mr. _Hancock doubled his money on the half- 
brother, by Bubbling Over, to Xalapa Clown. 
At the dispersal of Xalapa Farm last winter he 
bought the colt for $4,000. At Saratoga Milky 
Way Farm got him for $8,000. 


Saturday, August 12 


HE crowd for the morning sale was small, but 
a large percentage of those present had come 
on business, and bidding was comparatively 
brisk. Auctioneer Doc Bond had had four strenu- 
ous nights. (“I never had to work so hard for 
bids in my life,” he said.) When he entered the 
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stand his voice was husky and without volume, 
As he was selling the third horse Ted Horning 
complained that he was unable to understand the 
prices being called. So Doc turned the gave] 
over to the assistant auctioneer, Melvin Carter, 
of Frankfort, Ky., who did an excellent job 
through the remainder of the session. 

Highest price of the morning was $4,600, paid 
by Fiske Waring for the Blue Larkspur—Batter 
Cake colt in the consignment of Charles W. Wij- 
liams. He will go to England along with others 
bought by Mr. Waring for Sir Malcolm McA\Ipin. 

Mr. Williams’ Discovery—Fair Vixen filly was 
knocked down to Humphrey S. Finney, field sec- 
retary for the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. She will be trained for racing under 
Mr. Finney’s colors. 

The Granville yearlings were put up very much 
like their sire, with their hind legs well behind 
them. William Woodward, who bred and raced 
Granville and leased him to Mr. Gilpin, paid the 
highest price for one of his sons, $4,200, but 
Major L. A. Beard and Hal Price Headley were 
among the most consistent bidders on the Gran- 
ville yearlings. Granville was moved this year 
to John Hay Whitney's farm at Lexington, but 
his first three crops of foals will be mostly Vir- 
ginia-bred. 

Col. John F. Wall bought Teddy’s Squaw with 
her Granville foal and in foal to the same horse 
for $4.200 for the account of Charles E. Perkins, 
of California. Dr. Eslie Asbury, who is building 
up an excellent foundation of breeding stock for 
his Forest Retreat Farm near Carlisle, Ky., paid 
the same price for another *Teddy mare in foal 
to *Teddy’s great-grandson. 

It was stated by Announcer Brownie Leach 
before the broodmares and foals were sold that 
the foals were to be registered by the buyers. 


Monday Night, August 14 


HE writer ended his brief stay in Saratoga 

Saturday night, turned the job over to Joe 
Palmer and Brownie Leach (who I see is re- 
ferred to in London's Horse and Hound as “The 
Barker’). On the train back to Lexington was 
Hal Price Headley, master of Beaumont and 
president of Keeneland, who shuttles back and 
forth between Saratoga and Lexington every 
week-end. Mr. Headley had bought a few year- 
lings, and they were mostly May or late April 
foals. “That’s the kind I like,” he explained. 
“They can’t be fattened like the earlier foals.” 

The attendance for the Monday night sales, 
Mr. Palmer reports, was ‘medium.’ Doc Bond 
was back in the stand, and his voice held up well. 

The Earl of Carnarvon left for England during 
the week-end, but he has not necessarily finished 
buying, as he inspected a number of yearlings 
yet to be offered and left orders with E. E. Cous- 
sell, of the British Bloodstock Agency, to bid for 
him. Lord Carnarvon, by the way, gives a year- 
ling about the most meticulous going over he re- 
ceives at Saratoga. 

His Lordship thinks it would be a good idea if 
American breeders who sell yearlings at Saratoga 
would make some attempt to bring a number of 
English trainers over in one of the transatlantic 
planes for a stay of about a week at the sales. 
August is a busy month for the trainers in his 
country, but he believes that by flying the At- 
lantic they could gain enough time to permit 
them several days at Saratoga, and he is confi- 
dent they would buy numerous American year- 
lings.

Anything in August 


ONDON, August 7.—-For the three weeks be- 

tween the Goodwood meeting and the York 
August fixture racecourse crowds are the big- 
gest of the season, and the racing with which 
they are provided is unquestionably the poorest 
class, in the main, that we see under Jockey 
Club rules. Anything suffices for the holiday 
crowd—they will turn up in their thousands if 
the sport is no better than donkey racing, so 
why bother about giving good prize money and 
attracting class horses? Such, I fear, is the at- 
titude of most executives so far as their popular 
August fixtures are concerned, and it is a very 
short-sighted policy. Show these casual holiday 
racegoers some horses of note—horses which will 
be hitting the headlines later on—and their in- 
terest in the sport will be immensely strength- 
ened, so much so that they may become enthu- 
siastic racegoers whenever a chance occurs. As 
matters stand, the August holiday crowds are 
merely provided with horses as a medium for a 
day’s gambling, and apart from the interest that 
they may evince in the performances of well 
known jockeys, the day’s entertainment is soon 
forgotten. Our executives are behind the times 
in many ways, and particularly in respect of fail- 
ing to appreciate the propaganda value of high- 
class horses. More potent than all the advertis- 
ing in the world is a glimpse of Blue Peter or 
some such celebrity. The man who has seen a 
great horse or two never tires of talking about 
his heroes and he may make scores of converts 
to the sport. And the convert decides that he 
must have a day with the horses during his 
August vacation—and is shown the dregs from 
third-rate stables. 

Most members of the Jockey Club are public- 
spirited men, with the welfare of the sport at 
heart. I wonder if it has occurred to them that 
they would be conferring a great benefit on rac- 
ing if they would occasionally send the best 
horses in their stables to some of these neglected 
holiday meetings just to give the masses the 
pleasure of seeing them? I am not suggesting 
that a Derby winner should be ‘on show” every 
day, but it wouldn't do Blue Peter, Heliopolis, 
Scottish Union, Rose of England colt, and com- 
pany any harm to make two or three more ap- 
pearances in public in the course of the year. 
Just imagine the treat that it would be for the 
immense concourse at Brighton this week if Eph 
Smith in Lord Rosebery’s colors cantered Blue 
Peter round the course. No entertainment can 
thrive without publicity in these days, and this 
would be the finest possible publicity. I com- 
mend the idea to enterprising managements of 
racecourses in any land. 


Cambridgeshire, Cesarewitch Entries 


NTRIES for the Cambridgeshire (to be run on 
Oct. 11) and the Cesarewitch (Oct. 25) ap- 
pear in the current issue of the Racing Calendar. 
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The conditions of the events have been slightly al- 
tered, and the lowest weight to be carried will 
be 94 pounds, instead of 91 pounds as formerly— 
a move in the right direction. Another change 
is that the winner of any handicap subsequent to 
the publication of the weights on August 31 will 
incur a three-pound penalty; a winner of a handi- 
cap of £750 will have seven pounds extra and a 
winner of a handicap worth £900 or a w. f. a. 
race worth £2,000 will incur 10 pounds extra. 
The maximum penalty for horses handicapped 
at 124 pounds or over will be three pounds. The 
last named clause is not strictly equitable, though 
I am in sympathy with the idea of showing le- 
niency to the best-class horses. Under the old 
conditions, winners of handicaps worth less than 
£450 escaped a penalty, and the effect of the new 
ruling will be that winners of such events as the 
Rufford Abbey Handicap at Doncaster and the 
Nottingham Trial Handicaps, the value of which 
used to be in the region of £445, will not now be 
penalty free. 

For the Cambridgeshire, nominations number 
117, of which 23 are trained in France. Of the 
130 entries for the Cesarewitch no fewer than 31 
were made in Paris. That there should be an 
impression in France that our big autumn handi- 
caps at Newmarket are “easy’”’ is not surprising 
in view of the double achieved last year with 
their moderately-rated horses, Helleniqua and 
Contrevent. 

As usual, the Cambridgeshire company includes 
some really high-class performers. Official 
handicapper, Arthur Fawcett, will have no head- 
aches in deciding upon his top-weight, for Sir 
Hugo Cunliffe-Owen has, surprisingly, entered 
Rockfel, and the filly is assured of the post of 
honor. Goya II, Black Speck, Cillas, and Caer- 
loptic are others which will be high in the weights, 
while Olein appears to me to be the best class of 
the many good 3-year-olds engaged. 

Others among the nominations of which men- 
tion may be made are Hypnotist, Orleans, Wheat- 
land, Triguero, Ombro, Fairstone, and Fairchance 
(all 3-year-olds) and the 5-year-old Zaimis. 

The great majority of the home-trained entries 
for the Cesarewitch are appallingly moderate, 
and a successful solution of the problem of find- 
ing the winner may have to be deferred until 
we can study the weights and the French book 
of form. It certainly seems to me that our 
friends across the Channel have an almost odds- 
on chance of securing this long distance handi- 
cap again. Contrevent, which is now owned by 
R. Middlemas and trained by Percy Allden at 
Newmarket, will, I am convinced, give a good 
account of himself, and may even set up a record 
by winning the race a second time. Others of 
ours which boast a touch of class are Valedictory, 
Flyon, Dubonnet, Finis, Pointis, and Slip In, while 
the course specialist, old Fet, has to be taken 
into account. 

For those venturesome spirits who are inclined 
to take long odds about the autumn double prior 
to the publication of the weights, I suggest Fair- 
stone, Zaimis, Orleans, Wheatland, Fairchance, 
and Caerloptic as a likely half-dozen for the 
Cambridgeshire, and Contrevent, Valedictory, 
Pointis, Dubonnet, and Finis as the pick of the 
home-trained Cesarewitch hopes. 


Grand National Conditions 


INTRIES for the Grand National, which will be 
run on April 5, 1940, do not close until January 
2, but a preliminary notice of the conditions ap- 
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pears in the current “Calendar.” The lowest 
weight will be 143 pounds as against 140 pounds 
this year and the top weight need not be more 
than 168 pounds, though I expect this will be ex- 
ceeded. The most important change, however, 
is the rule that stipulates that no rider who has 
not steered the winners of at least five steeple- 
chases under recognized rules in any country 
will be eligible for a mount in the race. This 
qualification clause may not be particularly irk- 
some, but I must confess that I greatly deprecate 
these increasing restrictions in the conditions 
governing the world’s greatest ‘Chase. A few 
years ago it was laid down that horses must be 
of a certain age and qualified by certain per- 
formances, and now comes this call for some proof 
of ability in the rider. The National used to be 
open to all, and in my opinion should be as un- 
restricted as any other handicap.

Prolific Mare 


The interesting instances (quoted by Horse 
and Hound) of especially prolific British-bred 
broodmares induced me to search in the German 
Stud Book for similar examples. One of them 
is Grollenicht, located at the famous Waldfried 
Stud. Reared in 1917, she is by Fervor (by Gal- 
tee More from Festa by St. Simon) out of [the 
American-bred] Grave and Gay by Henry of 
Navarre out of Mount Vernon by Uhlan from Di 
Vernon by Duke of Magenta. Put to the stud in 
1921 she dropped from 1922 up to 1937 without 
a break living foals annually, nine of them 
claiming Pergolese (by Festino, son of Ayrshire 
and Festa by Simon) as their sire. Grollenicht 
was barren to Janus (by Buchan from Jane 
Pierney by Stefan the Great) in 1937, and 
dropped a bay filly by the same imported horse 
in 1938.

Double For a Trainer 


A trainer's double of a novel sort was achieved 
by Trainer R. C. Prather last month. The Ne- 
braska State Racing Commission, on July 24, 
suspended him because saliva tests showed that 
Prather’s Ante Bellum, winner of the second race 
at Madison, Neb., and George Engelbrecht’s Sis 
Face, trained by Prather and winner of the sixth 
race on the same day, had been stimulated with 
caffeine. 

Trainer Prather, Owner Engelbrecht, and all 
horses in their ownership or charge are suspended, 
and the Commission ruled that the suspension 
would not be terminated unless the purses won 
by the two horses are returned.
